How New Castle Got 
Power When Flood Hit 
Main Plant At Toronto 


The so-called power pool in Ohio 
and 
W estern 
Pennsylvania 
has 
proved its worth m any tim es over 
In the flood emergency which has 
just passed, and the men directing 
th at 
vast 
network 
of 
lines and 
power stations rose to the occasion 
and proved their ability to operate 
under trying conditions, according 
to power company officials of the 
district. 
M any people have inquired as to 
the source of our jwwer here at the 
present time. 
At the local office 
of the Pennsylvania Power Company 
a complete story of the m ethod 
whereby service is being supplied, 
and a few highlights of the em er­ 
gency as it affected the local or­ 
ganization, wfere obtained. 
The approaching crisis in P itts­ 
burgh on W ednesday, M arch 
18. 
gradually spread fear among local 
people th a t the power supply in 
New Castle would be seriously a f­ 
fected. 
and 
supported 
by 
false 
rum ors th at definite plans for a dis­ 
continuance of service h ad been a n ­ 
nounced, calls began to come in 
early in the afternoon from h u n ­ 
dreds of custom ers throughout the 
territory. 
Telephone operators and 
others w’ere deluged with inquiries 
from 
people who 
would 
possibly 
have been seriously affected had an 
interruption occurred here. 
In all 
cases a reassuring statem ent was 
given them with the provision th a t 
entirely unforeseen 
circum stances 
wore always possible, which m ight 
cause tem porary difficulty. 
We can easily imagine ttie situ a­ 
tion as it existed. 
Inquiries were 
coming in as fast as they could be 
handled and in the m idst of this 
the 
call 
came 
from 
Pittsburgh 
shortly after 4 o'clock th a t the one 
rem aining station of the Duquesne 
Light Company had gone out of 
service a few m inutes earlier and 
th a t 
the 
entire 
Pittsburgh 
and 
Beaver Valley districts were w ith­ 
out electricity. 
Prior to th is tim e the local offi­ 
cials had contacted all large power 
custom ers, requesting th at, in the 
event 
of 
grave 
emergency, 
they 
would close down their plants to 
conserve power and also th a t those 
few plants generating p art of their 


owti requirem ents would feed back 


) into the local power lines, if neces­ 
sary. 
This course was taken as 
the" ultim ate in preparedness, al- 
1 though such a course at no time 
appeared necessary. 
The local power supply norm ally 
comes prim arily from the Toronto 
plant of the Ohio Edison Company 
j located on the Ohio river between 
East Liverpool 
and 
Steubenville. 
I Although this plant was designed to 
w ithstand w ater levels several feet 
higher th an the highest known level 
| of the Ohio river, there appeared to 
be a serious probability th a t the 
w ater level would be exceeded and 
! th at the plant would have to be 
taken out of service. 
As soon as 
such a situation appeared possible, 
| engineers of the Ohio Edison Com­ 
pany notified inter-connecting com- 
i panies to prepare for the emergency 
I by starting up reserve generating 
units. 
The inter-connected system, 
extending from New Castle across 
the state line to a num ber of points 
; in Ohio, girded itself for the ex­ 
trem e emergency.

panies announced their preparations

The foresight of engineers who 
designed the numerous inter-con­ 
nections, and who thus tied together 
two great watersheds, was silently 
praised, the only regret being that 
more of the power was not avail­ 
able for the Pittsburgh area.

THE PARENT PROBLEM 


By Garry C. Myers, Ph. D. 


t o t s l e e p s b e s t a l o n e 
I t is desirable th at every child 
should have his own bed and his 
own sleeping room. 
W hile 
many 
parents cannot afford a 
separate 
sleeping room for each child, most 
can afford a separate bed. There arc 
inexpensive cots, and a hom e-m ade 
one m ay be better th an having chil­ 
dren sleep together or with parents. 
Sleeping alone, the child is less dis­ 
turbed and breathes purer air. 
Perhaps we m ake too m uch ado 
about the separate sleeping room. 
In m any a nursery school a dozen 
or m ore children take their a fte r­ 
noon nap in a single room not m any 
tim es th e size of an average bed­ 
room. 
But this room is well venti­ 
lated. 
A w ell-ventilated room with 
two or m ore sleeping children may 
be far better th an a poorly v en tilat­ 
ed room w ith only one. 
W hen two children sleep in the 
same room they tend to keep each 
other awake or to awaken each o th -r 
too early in the m orning. This may 
be corrected by proper discipline by 
having th e older ch id go to tx d 
later th an the younger, or by p u t­ 
ting the vounger child in an adult s 
bedroom "to be carried to his own 
room, asleep, when this adult retires. 
Sometimes, however, children over 
three or four years of age will lie 
awake for half an hour or so visit­ 
ing, when the gain from companion­ 
able conversation may far outweigh 
the lass from delayed sleep. 
Often 
we should try to balance such gains 
and losses, saying to ourselves, 
it 


this happens there will be certain 
lasses, but there also wall be certain 
gains,” and then choose th a t which 
seems most reasonable. 
Good Sleep Aids. 
Favorable to good sleep habits are 
proper diet, strict routines, regular 
daily bowel m ovement, clear nose 
and th ro at pasasges, calm ness be­ 
fore bedtime and a well-ventilated 
room. 
Let the child learn early th a t go­ 
ing to bed is for sleep. Check on all 
the details before leaving the toddler 
a t bedtime w ith his understanding 


th at vou are not coming back and 
th a t he is to stay in a horizontal 
position. 
Say nothing about sleep. 
To quote from Dr. John B. W atson: 
"Every m other should give faith ­ 
ful attention to bedtime routine. Be­ 
fore leaving the room s e e th a t every­ 
thing you custom arily 
allow 
the

a drink of water, th a t he was plac­ 
ed upon the toilet . ...

30,—A m a­ 
jor shakeup to purge the Townsend
